Cattle  numbers  apparently  were  at  a  low  point  aN  the  "cycle"  in 

EARLY  1938.    Numbers  increased  about  one  percent  during  the  year.  With 

continued  low  feed  prices  in  relation  to  cattle  prices,  a  further  in- 
crease in  numbers  is  expected  to  take  place  this  year.

A  sharp  seasonal  increase  in  marketings  of  grain-fed  cattle  is  in 
prospect  for  the  spring  and  j^iammer  months,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
states.     Slaughter  suprilier.  of  cows  and  heifers,  however,  will  oe  seasonally 
small  in  this  period,  and  total  cattle  slaughter  prohahle  will  he  smaller  than 
a  year  earlier,  .... 

Cattle  numhers  increased  ahout  1  percent  during  193^ »  i-^  early 

January  this  yea.r  totaled  66,221,000  head,  the  largest  since  193^.  Numhers 
increased  in  all  areas  e:ccept  in  Texas  and  a  few  of  the  Western  States.  Most 
of  the  increase  was  in  dairy  cattle,  hut  a  fairly  sharp  increase  also  took 
place  in  the  m:imher  of  calves  in  heef  herds.    Present  indications  are  that  more 
than  the  usual  numher  of  cows,  heifers  and  heifer  calves  will  he  'Withheld  from 
slaughter  this  year,  and  that  a  further  increase  in  cattle  numhers  will  take 
place <  ■ 

Reduced  slaughter  of  cows  and  heifers  this  year  will  he  a  factor 
tending  to  support  cattle  prices.    And  the  demand  for  moats  is  likely  to  he 
stronger  for  the  year  as  a  whole  than  in  I93S.    On  the  other  hand,  marketings 
of  hogs,  as  well  as  of  fed  cattle,  will  he  larger  this  year  than  last. 

Cattle  -orices  hnve  heen  comparativelj^-  strong  during  the  past  U  months. 
In  early  March,  prices  of  the  hetter  grades  of  slaughter  steers  were  ahout 
$2  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  while  r)rices  of  good  grade  slaughter  cows  were 
ahout  $1  higher.    Prices  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  were  the  highest  since 
the  spring  of  1930*

EEVISW  OF  EECENT  DEVELOPMSITTS 


BACKG-ROUND :      Prices  of  the  'bettor  grades  of  slaughter  cattle, 
after  declining  c-harxilj''  'in  la.te  1937  and  early  193^?  mrde  a 
slow  hut  steady  recovery  during  the  remainder  of  193^.  Prices 
of  the  lower  grades  declined  seasonally  during  the  summer  months 
last  year,  hut  sirjce  Octoher  prices  of  such  cattle  have  advanced. 
Largely  hecause  of  weakness  in  the  demand  for  m.8ats,  prices 
paid  hy  packers  for  cattle  in  19^3,  averaging  $7.0d,  per  100 
pounds,  were  5  psrcent  lower  than  those  of  1937*    With  the 
exception  of  19^7 »  however,  cattle  "orices  ware  the  highest  since 
1930. 

Cattle  slaughter  in  193^  was  slightly  smaller  than  in 
1937*    Although  steer  slaughter  was  larger,  cow  and  heifer 
slaughter  was  sharply  reduced,    Nevertheless,   slaughter  supplies 
of  cows  and  heifsrs,  as  vi^ell  as  steers,  were  ahove  average  levels 
in  1932. 

Cattle  prices  advance-  with  reduced  marketings 

Prices  of  all  grades  of  slaughter  cattle  advanced  to  reach  new  highs 
for  the  year  in  late  Pehruary  and  early  March,    Por  the  week  ended.  March  11 
the  average  price  of  good  grade  steers  at  Chicago,  of  $10.65  per  100  pounds f 
was  approximately        cents  higher  thaj^v^^gonth  earlier  and  $2  higher  than  in 
early  March  last  year.    Prices  of  gooS^r  slaughter  cows,  averaging  $7«355  were 
more  than  ^0  cents  higher  than  in  early  Fehruary,  an.d  were  ahout  $1  higher 
than  in  early  March  last  year. 

As  a  resu.lt  of  the  low  prices  and  ahundant  supplies  of  feeds  and  the 
rela.tively  high  prices  of  slaughter  cattle,  the  demand  for  stocker  and  feeder 
cattle  ha.s  "been  strong,  and  prices  of  such  cattle  have  advanced  sharply  since 
Octoher,    The  average  price  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  at  Kansas  City  for 
the -week  ended  March  11  was  ^9.23,  the  highest  for  all  weeks  since  the  spring  \ 
of  1930. 

Inspected  cattle  slaughter  in  Pehruary  was  9  percent,  less  than  a  year 
earlier.     Calf  slaughter  also  wa.s  smaller.     In  January,  inspected  steer 
slaughter  was  6  percent  helow  that  of  a  year  earlier,  while  cow  and  heifer 
slaughter  was  12  percent  sma.ller.     The  numher  of  cattle  slaughtered  under 
Federal  inspection  in  Pehruary  totaled  ^53^000  head,  lU  percent  less  than  in 
January . 

Snow  and  cold  reduces  western  range  feeds 

Snow  storms  and  unusually  cold  weather  during  Pehruary  resulted  in  a 
drop  in  condition  of  western  ranges.    Much  of  the  range  was  snow-covered  dur- 
ing the  month,  and  heavy  supplemental  feeding  was  necessary.     Supplies  of 
grain  and  roughage  feeds,  however,  were  ample  to  meet  requirements  in  pra.ctically 
all  States,    The  condition  of  cattle  on  western  ranges  declined  slightly  during 
Pehruary, 
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Cold  weather  retarded  grovrth  of  v/heat  pastures  and  green  feed  in  most 
of  the  southern  range  sections  in  February.    Snow  improved  moisture  conditions 
in  Nebraska  and  Kansas.    But  green  feeds  in  Texas,  even  with  favorable  weather 
from  now  on,  are  expected  to  be  later  than  last  year.    Soil  moisture  was  in- 
creased in  both  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  during  February. 

Heavy  snows  closed  ranges  in  the  Dakotas ,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Colorado, 
Idaho,  and  Utah.    Cold  in  other  States,  as  v/ell  as  lack  of  moisture  in 
California,  retarded  range  growth  generally. 

Allocation  of  import  quota  for  heavy  cattle 

Imports  of  heavy  quoty,  cattle  from  Canada  and  Mexico  will  be  on  an 
allocated  basis  for  the  period  April-December,  according  to  a  Presidential 
Proclamation  dated  February  27.    Under  the  allocation,  based  on  average  imports 
for  1930  and  1937,  Canada  may  supply  86.2  percent  of  the  cattle  eligible  for 
admission  under  the  reduced-duty  quota  applying  to  cattle  weighing  700  pounds 
or  more,  excluding  dairy  cows.    The  remaining  I3.S  percent  is  allotted  to  all 
other  countries.    Mexico,  however,  is  the  only  country  besides  Canada  that  is 
sending  appreciable  numbers  of  dutiable  cattle  to  the  United  State*. 

A  full  utilization  of  allotted  quotas  would  mean  that  Canada  would 
supply  1^2,000  head  and  Mexico  23,000  head  of  heavy  cattle  from  April  1  to 
December  31'    But  not  more  than  60,000  head  of  such  cattle  may  be  imported 
from  all  countries  at  the  reduced  rate  of  duty,  in  any  one  quarter  of  the  year. 
Beginning  in  April,  therefore,  the  quarterly  quota  at  the  reduced  duty  for 
Canada  will  be  about  52,000  head,  end  for  Mexico  about  8,000  head. 

As  indicated  in  the  Febnaary  issue  of  this  report,  total  imports  of 
cattle  v/eighing  7OO  pounds  and  over,  other  than  dairy  cows,  have  exceeded 
60,000  head  in  only  3  of  the  12  quarterly  periods  of  the  past  3  years.  And 
annual  imports  have  been  considerably  smaller  than  the  total  yearly  quota  of 
225,000  head.    Imports  of  heavy  quota  cattle  totaled  159,000  head  in  193^, 
182,000  head  in  I937,  and  125, OOo'  head  in  I938. 

Cattle  imports  large  in  Januai^y 

Imports  of  cattle  weighing  700  pounds  and  over,  excluding  dairy  cows, 
totaled  nearly  55,000  head  in  January,  the  largest  for  the  month  ever  reported. 
Canada  supplied  29,000  head,  and  Mexico  26,000  head.     These  cattle,  under  the 
terms  of  the  new  trade  agreement  with  Canada,  were  imported  at  one-half  the 
full  duty  of  3  cents  per  pound.    Effective  in  early  February,  however,  the  full 
duty  of  3  cents  was  made  applicable,  as  the  quarterly  quota  of  60,000  head 
permitted  entry  at  the  reduced  rate  v/as  filled. 

Also  large  were  imports  -  at  the  full  duty  of  2.5  cents  per  pound  -  of 
cattle  weighing  between  200  and  700  pounds.     Canada  sent  only  500  head  of 
such  cattle,  but  5^,000  head  were  imported  from  Mexico.    Cattle  imports  from 
all  countries  in  January . totaled  115,000  head.

Cattle  numbers  increase 

A. low  point  in  the  cattle-number  cycle  apparently  v/as  reached  in  1938. 
On  January  1  last  jeex  the  number  of  cattle  on  farms  totaled  66,083,000  head, 
about  3,000,000  head  fewer  thrm.  at  the  high  point  in  the  cycle  in  1934 ,  but 
approximately  9,000,000  head  more  than  at  the  previous  low  point,  in  I92S. 

On  January  1  this  year,  cattle  numbers  totaled  66,321,000  head,  1  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier.     With  feed  prices  low  in  relation  to  prices  of 
slaughter  cattle  and  dairy  products,  cattle  numbers  increased  in  nearly  all 
States  during  1938.    Drought  in  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona  in  the  second 
half  of  193s,  hov/ever,  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  numbers  in  those  States. 
Numbers  also  were  reduced  in  Colorado,  Utah,  and  California.    The  largest  in- 
creases in  193s  occurred  in  Kansas  and  Montana.     The  greatest  reduction  occurred 
in  Texas .  l/ 

The  increase  in  the  total  cattle  population  during  1933  v/as  largely  in 
milk  animals.    The  number  of  milk  cows  and  heifers  on  farms  January  1  was 
2  percent  larger  this  ye.or  than  last,  and  the  number  of  heifer  calves  being  kept 
for  milk  cows  was  5  percent  larger.    Numbers  of  beef  cows  and  heifers,  and  of 
steers,  on  the  other  hrmd,  were  2  and  6  percent  smaller,  respectively,  than  a 
year  earlier.    An  increase  of  6  percent  took  place  in  the  number  of  calves  in 
beef  herds,  however,  thereby  slightly  more  than  offsetting  the  reductions  in 
other  classes  of  beef  animals.

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A  more  definite  increase  in  the  numlDor  of  "beef  animals  on  farms  is 
expected  to  occur  this  year.    Feed  supiolies  remain  alDundant  in  most  areas 
in  relation  to  livestock  niimbers,  and  feed  prices  are  lovr  in  relation  to 
prices  of  slaughter  cattle.    This  situation  pro"ba.l)ly  will  continue  to  pre- 
vail for  several  months  at  least.    And  slaughter  of  cows,  heifers,  and 
calves  is  likely  to  he  considerahly  smaller  this  year  than  last,  ^^hen  such 
slaughter  -yas  som.ewhat  alDove  average  levels,

Moj".?.  grain-fed  cattle ,  few^er  cor7S  for  market 

^A  sharp  seasonal  increase  in  marketings  of  grain-fed  cattle  is  in 
prospect  for  the  next  few  months.    And  present  indications  are  that  market 
supplies  of  such  cattle  \Till  "be  larger  after  May  or  June  than  a  ^'•ear  earlier. 
Marketings  of  cows  and  heifers,  ho^-^sver,  are  expected  to  "be  much  sma,ller  this 
year  than  last,  and  will  "be  seasonally _  small  during  the  spring  and  early  summer 
months.    Total  slaughter  supplies  of  cattle  T)ro"ba,'bly  will  remain  "below  those 
of  a  year  earlier  through  most  of  1939* 
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Marketings  of  fed  cattle  at  Chicago  in  193S  were  aloove  the  10-year  (192U- 
33)  average  from  January  through  June,  hut  totaled  slightly  less  than  average 
in  the  second  half  of  the  year.    Market  su-oplies  of  such  cattle  apparently  were 
smaller  in  January  and  Fehmary  this  year  than  last,  "but  with  the  sharp  seasonal 
increase  in  prospect  prohahly  \7ill  he  1/^rger  than  those  of  193^  during  the 
second  half  of  the  year. 

On  January  1,  the  numher  of  cattle  on  feed  in  the  Corn  Belt  wc?s  ahout 
7  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  and  was  the  largest  in  at  least  U  years. 
Partly  offsetting  this  increase  were  decreases  in  other  important  feeding 
areas.    But  with  the  present  generally  ahundant  supplies  and  low  prices  of 
feeds,  cattle  feeding  is  likely  to  he  somewhat  greater  this  year  than  last.

Prices  of  the  hetter  grades  of  slaughter  cattle  frequently  show  little 
change,  or  declinSj  during  the  spring  months ,  as  slaughter  supplies  of  such 
cattle  increa,se  sea-sonally.    Prices  of  the  lower  grades  of  steers,  and  of 
slaughter  co'-'s,  on  the  other  hand,  usually  advance  during  this  period  as  a 
result  of  seasonally  small  supplies. 

Reduced  slaughter  of  cows  and  heifers  this  year  compared  with  last 
will  he  a  factor  tending  to  support  ca.ttle  prices.    And  the  demand  for  meats 
in  1939  is  expected  to  continue  strong:^.r  than  in  193S»    Although  husiness 
activity  declined,  a,nd  consumer  incomes  and  demand  apparently  weakened  during 
January  and  Fehruary,  some  improvement  in  husiness  ajid  the  demand  for  meats 
is  expected  'hj  early  summer,    Qn  the  other  hand,  marketings  of  hogs  will  he 
much  larger  this  year  than  l?st,  which  together  with  increased  marketings  of 
fed  cattle  y^ill  tend  to  weaken  cattle  i-irices.
